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(57) Abstract: It is intended to improve eyesight or to obtain the 
effect of preventing hair from turning gray by applying a revolving 
force, not just a pressure or vibration, to the deep portion of the mus- 
cle around the eyeball and the back of the bone thereof, a muscle por- 
tion annexed to the irregular portion of the bone around the eyeball, 
the temple portion, the back of the neck, the muscle for occluding 
the upper and lower teeth, the scalp or the like, and massaging such 
portion. That is, the massaging implement of the invention is used 
such that with one side fixed, a revolving transmission element (1) 
is pressed against the region to be medically treated. 
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
